ing tropical trees. They all have roots, 
trunk, branches and flowers, so the de- 
scriptions are necessarily monotonous. But 
the trees themselves are lovely; growing 
them will give you lots of pleasure. If a 
few shade trees, shrubs and vines have 
crept into the list, please excuse. I have 
several hundred more different flowering 
trees not described herein (Believe it or 
not!) that either are too small, teo few, 
too experimental or too unadaptable. 
Famous flowering trees not included are 
Lignum vitae, Brownea, Saraca, red Frang- 
ipani, the Cannonball tree, the Ylang- 
ylang, and so on. These will come later, 
as all of them are growing in my garden. 


I fail to mention Barringtonia, beautiful 
trees with pretty flowers —I have B. speci- 
osa, B. asiatica, B. edulis and B. racemosa 
— but they suffer when the mercury gets 
to 45° and die at 35°, so why bother? 
I have omitted scores more you never 
heard of; aren’t 300 enough? If I have 
overlooked some tree you specially want, 
write me about it. 


Trees for Cold Areas 


Hardiness depends on the suddenness 
of the cold snap, its duration, the maturity 
of the plant, whether it is dormant, and 
other factors. Generally speaking, the 
trees on my list are tropical and will not 
live where temperatures go below freez- 
ing. However, the following plants will 
and do survive in colder areas and I have 
tried to indicate the lowest temperatures 
they will endure briefly.
